tSCHRANK IH ALONR IN CBOUE 



Mllwaukep, Wis., Oct. 17. — 
State's Attorney VVIntred C. Zabel. 
of Milwaukc* county, to-night defi- 
nitely announeod that John 
Schimnk, Col. RooMvoIt'a Kitnllut, 
would not be brought to trial until 
after the national election, Novem- 
lur ■'. He said the trial would be 
opened Home time between Novem- 
ber 11 and l'>. Mr. Zabel, who Is 
aaid to be the only Socialtet SUte'a 
Attorney in the ooaAtry, gave three 
■pactflc reaaona for hia deeiaion to 
pnt off the trial for one month. 

He aald, first, thnt It waa oaly 
reasonable to await tlie results of 
Cdl. Koosevelfs Injury; second, he 
had no desire to crowd the defend- 
ant, and third, gave U as his opin- 
ion that it would be unwise to call 
the eate daring the flnal atruggle In 
the Presidential campaign. 

"It Is my doatre to try this case 
Juatly and expeditiously," said Mr. 
Zabol, "and this will be done, but 
wt> uisli to avoid having the plain 
criminal aspects of the case In any 
way involved In the jiatloaal.vMt- 
Ical situation. It would not liis fair 
to any of the pieraons involved to 
do ao. If we went to trial before 
election day, It Is almost certain 
tliat iti<> iiiatt€>r would be ilran^ed 
Into tlie canipaiKn liv one or anoth- 
er of the big political parties." 

Discussing the case as viewed by 
him, the Milwaukee county Proee- 
cutor said that as far as surface In- 
dications, Schrank was sane. 

"If Schrank is insane," s.iid Mr. 
Zabel. "it Feenis itiat there it* meth- 
od In hia maduesR when he selects 
for the scene of his crime a State 
where there la no eapltal pnallh- 
raent. 

"Alao, I an Informed In mee- 
aagea from New York, there haa 

been no Insanity In Schrank's fam- 
ily as far as can be traced. In ad- 
dition the man presents none of the 
aaual aurfaee ladleatloaa •( taaaal- 
ty." 

The State's Attorney said he be- 
lieved Schrank had ao aeeonpUoea 
or adviaora In the trlme and that 
the ahootlag of Coi. Roosevelt un- 
doubtedly wag ihf. outgrowth of 
Individual plans. 

When the cas? Is called. It will 
be heard by Judge August C. Back- 
us, of the Municipal Court, unleaa 
Schrank asks a change of venue. 
The Pnblie Pro^eutor aald that af- 
ter election he wonid consult with 
Judge Backus avd that they would 
call the case 'rial formally, at 
their discretion. 

The plea of Kuilty tiled by 
Schrank a' his iireliinlnary hearInK 
before Judge N. B. Neelen In the 
Diatriet Gonrt thia nomlng. Is look- 
ed upon as merely perfunctory by 
the Public Prosecutor's office. 

"I shall permit Schrank to with- 
draw that plea of guilty when ho 
ti(\fH to trial if he po (ieaires," siiid 

Mr. Zabel. "In other words this 
eaa« wUI be triad in exactly the 
same nanaer a* uy other eaae of 
like eriminal gravity. Rut there 
will bo no persectttioa of the de- 
fendant. He will be tried Justly 
'and fairly and can expect to receive 
the punishment merited by the 
crime."
